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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reasons for allowance of claims 1,4-17 and 19 are the limitations found in claim 1,11 
and 17 for a piston and cylinder dampener adjacent to the frame and the roll member to 
control a movement of the roll member. The prior art fails to teach piston type 
dampening members combined with the rest of the structure of claims 1,11 and 17.
